THE BEEF INQUIRY. 


The full text of the report of the 


Army Court of Inquiry charged with 
the duty of examining into the quality 
of the beef furnished to the army in 
Cuba and Porto Eico, has not yet been 
given out, but a synopsis was furnished 
to the public press on Saturday and it 
doubtless gives the substance of the 
finding of the court. 


Assuming that the summary o£ the 


finding as 
given 
to the 
public is 


correct, it will be generally accepted as 
adopting the policy of confession and 
avoidance. 
General Miles is not sus- 


tained in his charges, founded on the re- 
ports of many of his officers, as to the 
quality of the beef furnished the army, 
and after that finding he is censured for 
not having made his unfounded charges 
at an earlier day. 


Another finding of the court seams to 


be that the meat sent to the army in the 
West Indies was not a proper ration for 
the soldiers in that climate, and that 
judgment is followed by the deliverance 
that all the meat furnished to the army 
was of excellent quality, but that some 
of it became unflt for use by neglect or 
incompetence of officers in the commis- 
sary department. 


It is one of the common errors of both 


the army and navy L. ' -ries of \Yu3hmg- 
ton that they never learn how impossible 
it is to deceive the American peopl?. 
The first tribunal summoned by the 
President to inquire into the 
army 


rations, was composed of men of hieli 
character in their respective communi- 
ties, but who has ever taken the trouble 
to quote their report as entitled to public 
credit ? They were appointed for a pur- 
pose; they were environed by admmiatra 
tion influences leading only to that pur- 
pose, and they fulfilled the put-pose to 
the end, thereby forfeiting the cobfideuce 
of the entire country.

_ Since issuing its proclamation to the na- 
tives the commission has repeatedly as- 
serted, and Dr. Schurman asserted to Col- 
onel Argnelles, that, when American sov- 
ereignty is once fully recognized all gov- 
ernmental questions will be open to dis- 
cussion. 


Dr. Sohurman thinks the end is near, 


this being the first manifestation of weak- 
ness. The Filipinos realize that he ia de- 
siious of peace.

The city of Mexico has about 300,000 in- 


habitants including many Americans, and 
I get along very well without speaking 
much Spanish, as most of the laree stores 
and hotels have at leastone employee who 
can speak both English and Spanish. 


The streets are narrow compared to our 


streets ; and are swept and sprinkled by 
peons or laborers, who use an ordinary 
broom, either with no handle or else a very 
long handle with a mop on the end and 
clean the entire width of pavement in one 
sweep, and use ordinary small sprinklers. 
Kach property holder is obliged to sweep 
and sprinkle his own pavement al least 
once a day. 
.Street cars are numerous, and 


always conveyed by mules or burro power 
and when the driver comes to a cross street 
he blows a cow horn to notify pedestrians 
of the dangnr of being run over. A Mexican 
"Uaipidor" or carrier, carries everything 
upon his head or back. 
Sometimes you 


see milkmen delivering milk in large earth- 
en ]M-s strapped on the back of a buno. 
Drinking water is frequently conveyed in 
the same way. 


The value of money changes almost 


daily as silver rises aud falls. 
I gave the 


ticket agent at l.irado twenty dollars, oui 
money, for which he gave me $32.20 and a 
sleeping car ticket to Mexico City, worth 
$9.00. One dollar in Mexican money is 
only worth 48 cents ill our money, so when 
I went to get our ticket to Vera Cnw, 
which cost$120in Mexican money, J went 
to the bank and gare them 1120 our money 
and got in return ,1)244.80 Mexican money. 


The ladies of Mexican households sel- 


dom concern themselves about marketing, 
but trust to servants, and surplus supplies 
are seldom laid in. 
Most of ths work 


about hotels is done by men. The "ma/to" 
does duty both as bell-boy and chamber- 
maid. The porter, or "miuo," stops ele- 
vators and closes doors of hotel promptly

MAKING CHEAP POKK. 


ONE OF THE S13CIVETS IS TO KEEP PIGS 


GROWING RIGHT ALONG. 


In order to grow pork "cheaply there 


are several things to be considered, says 
J. S. Woodward in the Prairie Farmer. 
We must make it on young pigs; we 
must make it on cheap food and in the 
quickest time possible, and we must 
make lean pork. Young pigs will ea 
and assimilate more food in proportion 
thau older hogs and we do not have si 
much live weight to maintain. Tin 
man who winters a lot of pigs and doe: 
not have them weighing more when 
spring comes than when they went int 
winter feeding does not know mucl 
about making profitable pork. Helms 
•wasted all the food fed and besides has 
stunted the pigs so they never will make 
as much gain from thr food consumec 
as though they h;;d L'Psn kept growing 
right along trom birth unlii they had 
reached 3e!lini- weight. It is foolish to 
keep a pig that is rof gaining, how muci 
more foolish to keep one through the 
winter tb/tt. is losing in weight righ 
along. My practice is to keep a number 
of brood sows through the winter and 
have thorn farrow in March and then to 
keep the pigs steadily glowing until the 
proper weight to sell. Two years ago 
when we had s'ich abiuntiful harvest oi 
apples t learned the secret of wintering 
a number of brood sows so as to cost 
very little money and have them raise 
a nice crop of pigs. I wintered twelve 
sows ranging in weight, from 250 to 40(1 
pounds on 600 pounds of cull apples giv- 
ing them each day twenty pounds of 
wheat middlings and 'ill the clover hay 
they would eat. 
The twelve sows raised 


over one hundred fine pigs and not one 
sow showed any cannibalistic tenden- 
cies. Last winter I wintered twenty 
sows on mangels and wheat middlings 
and this winter I have twelve which 
were wintered up to Pebnrtiry 15, OB 
turnips and middlings and since thai 
time on mangels and middlings. The 
twelve will average about 325 pounds as 
I dnd that older sows will do better than 
younger ones. They get twenty pounds 
of rnid'llinga, all the clover hay they will 
eat !>• il about six bushels of mangels 
eacn day and are doing finely. I have 
had them in a pen thirty-two by forty- 
eight feet in a warm basement and they 
get plenty of straw so they have a dry 
pen and this is cleaned out once a month. 
-E-Mjb sow as she nears farrowing Is out 
iu A separate pen with a board floor and 
only a little cut straw for bedding and 
aasoon as the pigs are old enough to run 
about I shall make an upstairs bedroom 
for them so they can go to Sileep by them- 
selves and the air up there will be sever- 
al degrees warmer than with the mother. 
It will be seen that m this way I have 
solved the sec rad factor iu my problem 
iu so far as wiuteimg the mother is con- 
cerned. I am giving them cheap lood 
and at the same tune tood that can not 
be improved tor a breeding sow as it 
contains plenty of 
piotcin, plenty oi 


bone material and is so succulent as to 
keep their bowel:; loose and their system 
cool lliua insuring hoakhy, good milking 
rnolheiH and robust, rapid growing pigs 
By fctdii'it Lhe mangels whole I give the 
sows lots ot exercise and keep them 
contented. The next tluug necessary it- 
to provide cheap food for the pigs as 
s>-'Gi, ,13 they aio old enough to want it. 
To do tins I BOVV Duait Kssex lapt- ou 
Qui'ly pit>;;irt'd giound as soon as the 
soil will v.-oik well in thespiing. i son 
this in rows twenty inches apart and at 
the late of two and cue-half poundb 
p<-i acie. Ah soon us it is Ian;- enough 
I give it one uiil'iialiou and by the time 
it has been sown six weeks I can turn 
from tut-nty-tive to fifty pigs ou it anil 
it will a,', -s them bulky low! tor all sum- 
ID IT.

Tlie Trouble in the Fooilinit of the Sow

sometimes distroy arid eat her pigs?' 
There are a good many reasons given for 
this habit. Among them the following 
Hysteria, something similar topucrperal 
mania in Ihe human i'amily.

An aeutt 
thirst due to too much grain beiug fed 
and au insuflicient supply of water

bottom they will all be found to be due 
to one cause, improper Sec-ding of the 
mother duiiug pregnancy. Nosow when 
farrowing in suintnui, running in a good 
pasture with plenty of water to drink 
faver eats her pigs. It is only when sl.e 
fariows in winter quarters cr iu the very 
eaily epriug after beiug winleied that 
this trouble occurs. It makes me tired 
to read as I did a few days ago in a west- 
ern paper devoted to the swine indusny 
such advice as to be sure to ''feed a 
pregnant sow for a few days beCoie lul- 
l-owing a piece of fat pork daily, and 
it costive to ghe u dose of salts sulli- 
clent to move the bowels aud cool the 
blood." 
What nonsense 1 Why net be 


bensible aud tell the owner to make the 
conditions as near like summer as pos- 
sible aud then feed tho sow, not only for 
a few days or weeks befort larrowiug, 
but duiing the whole period,ou a succu- 
lent, eooliug diet. 1 will slake mj repu- 
tation as d laraier that nu aow kept in a 
roomy warm pen and fed liberally on 
rools, wheat middlings with a little 1m- 
seed oil meal added aud plenty ot skim 
milk will ever fedt her pigs, llast winter 
put twelve sows in a roomy warm baba- 
meul and fed them on nine bushels of 
culled apples and twenty pouuda of 
wheat middlings d.tily, and the twelvu 
uused one hundred nice pigs and never a 
moment was lost in watching them ; nor 
did tl.ey show any teudeucy m cannibal- 
ism, lam this winter keeping tweuly 
ou a diet ol mangels, wheat middlings 
and skim milk with a little oil meal oc- 
casionly, and 1 am not the least afraid 
any ot them will have a ciaviiig ior 
young pork at following time. Wliuu a 
breediug sow is wintered as so mauy ara 
on what hay t>he can pick npm ttieb.iiu- 
jard aud a daily feed of ear ot corn, <iud 
compelled to sleep in the straw or under 
the barn, she becomes constipated and 
i'everidh, aud when the iauiily amve 
there is no milk for them ; but on the 
contrary the udder is caked, badly in- 
flamed aud soie, aud not being able lo 
reason from cau^e to effect it is no wou- 
der that lusleadolenl.ng tbeo,iner, who 
by hisfooliah way of Seeding is the re- 
sponsible party, she has hysteria and 
eats the pigs.
